SEASONAL REDUCTION IN RETAIL SALES IN AUGUST 


E VALUE of retail sales was, as usual, at a lower level in 
August. For many of the principal classes of goods the 
reduction was larger this year than it has been in the last few 

years, and in general the results were rather less encouraging than 
those for July. 

The index of sales of non-food merchandise by large retailers 
fell to 94, the lowest figure since February, which compares with a 
figure of 90 in August last year, itself not a particularly good month. 
As usual for some time past, the multiple shops did better than large 
retailers as a whole, the results for co-operative societies and depart- 
ment stores being less favourable. The index of food sales fell 
three points, which is about the usual extent of the fall between July 
and A t, and were 12 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 

Sales of clothing fell sharply, but their total value was higher than 
in August 1951 if the small reduction in sales by independent 
retailers is set against the increase recorded by the large retailers 
(principally the multiple shops). Part of the improvement recorded 
in July has therefore been maintained, There was a slight increase 
in large retailers’ stocks of women’s and children’s wear, following 
the steady decline of the last four months, but this reflects the 
normal seasonal pattern in August. 

Sales of household goods as a whole continued at a modest level, 
though they were higher than in August 1951. 

Compared with August 1951, there were reductions in August 
in the Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices of about 
} per cent. in respect of clothing and footwear, and of about 2} per 
cent. in respect of household durable goods ; the food component 
was about 144 per cent. higher. 


Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 
Clothing 


There was a seasonal decline in sales of clothing compared with 
July which was rather more marked than in 1950 and 1951. Stocks 


of clothing and footwear in the hands of those large retailers who 
return stock figures show a small increase over the month, although 
the value of such stocks remained substantially lower than a year 
earlier. 

Sales of women’s and children’s wear by large retailers as a whale 
increased by 5 per cent. compared with a year earlier ; this favour- 
able figure was due to the influence of the multiple shops, within 
which group the variety chain stores recorded by far the best 
As against the 13 per cent. increase in sales by multiple 
department stores’ sales showed no change and those of ¢ ive 
societies and independent retailers falls of 7 and 3 per cent., 
respectively. Figures for the sub-sections of women’s and 
children’s wear, which are provided only by a limited number of 
large retailers, revealed in most cases the same picture of a larger 
than usual seasonal fall compared with July, but only for dress 
materials was the fall sufficient to take the index number below the 
level of August 1951. In the case of girls’ and children’s wear, the 
normal seasonal moyement—an increase between July and August— 
was smaller than usual. 

Cumulative sales of women’s and children’s wear by multiple 
shops in the period February-August were 9 per cent. higher than 
in the corresponding period of 1951, while sales by each of the other 
types of shop were down—department stores by 7 per cent., co- 
operative societies by 11 per cent. and independent shops by 10 
per cent. 

Large retailers’ sales of men’s and boys’ wear were 3 per cent. 
higher than in August 1951. Multiple shops were the only retailers 
to record an increase, which ameynted to 7 per cent. ; sales by 
department stores and independent men’s wear shops were almest 
unchanged, while those of co-operative societies were 12 per cent. 
down. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear in the seven months Feb’ 
August compared with the corresponding period a year oe 
were less favourable for all types of shop than those of women’s and 
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children’s wear. Multiple shops’ sales were 7 per cent. and those of 
department stores 11 per cent. down, while independent shops 
and co-operative societies recorded even greater falls of 14 and 15 
per cent. respectively. 

The large retailers’ index numbers of clothing stocks show some 
departure from the downward trend of recent months. The index 
of women’s and children’s wear in the hands of large retailers rose 
four points over the month and was 32 per cent. lower than in August 
1951, while the index of men’s and boys’ wear stocks fell a further two 
points from the July level and was 26 per cent. lower than a year 
earlier. 


Footwear 


Sales of footwear showed a fall compared with July in conformity 
with the normal seasonal movement. The department stores and 
co-operative societies both recorded sales a little lower than in August 
1951, but sales by multiple shops were 6 per cent. higher. For all 
large retailers together the rise was 4 per cent., and the independent 
traders’ sales rose by almost the same amount. 

Cumulative sales in the seven months to August compared with the 
corresponding period of 1951 were 3 and 4 per cent. lower for 
department stores and multiple shops respectively, while for both 
co-operative societies and independent retailers cumulative sales were 
8 per cent. down. 

The value of stocks of footwear held by large retailers declined again 
in August, continuing the downward trend of the past five months, 
Compared with a year earlier stocks were 2 per cent. higher. 


Household Goods 


August is usually a month of lower sales of household goods as a 
whole than July but the fall this year was greater than expected. The 
combined index for large retailers, after the sharp rise in July, fell 
back almost the same amount and was about midway between the 
corresponding figures for 1950 and 1951. 

Sales of furniture and furnishings by department stores fell 
substantially compared with the previous month but were still 9 per 
cent. higher than in August 1951 ; this result was similar to that for 
all the large retailers together. Co-operative societies do not give 
separately their figures for this section, but the multiple shops were

an exception to the general picture with a slight rise in sales compared 
with July as well as one of 13 per cent. compared with August 1951. 
Independent furniture dealers recorded the same value of sales as a 
year earlier. Returns from those large retailers who sub-divide their 
sales of furniture and furnishings showed that their turnover of 
furniture and bedding was 2 per cent. lower than a year earlier, of 
furnishing fabrics and household textiles 4 per cent. higher and of floor 
coverings 38 per cent. higher (the last figure being related to a very 
low level of sales in August 1951). 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods by large retailers 
showed a fall compared with July and were 1 per cent. less than a 
year earlier, whereas the independent retailers recorded a rise over 
the month and were 1 per cent. up on August 1951. Department 
stores showed a rise of 3 per cent. in sales of these goods compared 
with a year earlier and multiple shops a fall of 9 per cent. Some detail 
is published about the sub-sections of this group ; the index of 
hardware sales for large retailers was 3 per cent. higher than in August 
1951 whereas for independent shops there was a fall of 1 per cent. 
Sales of radio and electrical goods by independent retailers were 7 
per cent. higher than a year earlier. 

Cumulative sales of furniture and furnishings by large retailers 
in the seven months to August were 13 per cent. lower than in the 
corresponding period of last year and those of independent shops 
were 16 per cent. lower. For hardware, radio and electrical goods 
there was more disparity in the comparisons, the large retailers having 
recorded a fall of 9 per cent. and the independent retailers the much 
smaller one of 2 per cent. 

Stocks of furniture and furnishings in the hands of large retailers 
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were 35 per cent. less in value than a year earlier and stocks of 
hardware, radio and electrical goods were 15 per cent. less. 


Chemists’ Goods 


The index of large retailers’ sales of chemists’ goods fell from the 
July level while for independent shops the index was unchanged. 
Compared with a year earlier, however, sales of chemists’ goods by 
large retailers rose 8 per cent. and those of independent chemists 1 per 
cent. Cumulative turnover in the trading year to date by large 
retailers was 8 per cent. higher than in the period February—August 
1951 and the cumulative turnover of independent chemists was 1 
per cent. higher. 

The value of stocks of chemists’ goods held by large retailers was 
7 per cent. higher than at the end of August 1951. 


Other Non-Food Merchandise 


Large retailers’ sales of books and stationery were 6 per cent. lower 
than in August 1951, while sales by independent booksellers, stationers 
and newsagents were 2 per cent. lower. Cumulative sales by the 
large retailers were 3 per cent. lower than in the period February— 
August 1951 while in contrast the trade of the independent shops 
rose 3 percent. Stocks of books and stationery held by large retailers 
were 30 per cent. less in value than in August 1951. 

There was little change in sales of jewellery, etc., leather and 
miscellaneous fancy goods by large retailers compared with a year 
earlier, and the same was true of sales recorded by large retailers for 
the sub-group jewellery, etc. Sales by independent jewellers were 
also little changed compared with a year earlier but, in contrast with 
most other classes of goods, they were higher than in July. 
Cumulative sales of jewellery, etc. in the seven months to August 
by large retailers were 6 per cent. less than in the corresponding period 
a year earlier and for independent jewellers they were 7 per cent. less. 
The value of stocks of the whole group—jewellery, etc., leather and 
miscellaneous fancy goods—in the hands of large retailers was 16 per 
cent. less than a year earlier. 

Sales of sports goods, toys and cycles by large retailers were 1 per 
cent. higher than in August 1951 and those of toys, sports goods and 
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leather goods by independent retailers were 2 per cent. higher. Stocks 
of sports goods, toys, and cycles held by large retailers were 8 per cent. 
lower than at the end of August 1951. 


Food and Perishables 


Information about food sales and stocks is supplied only by large 
retailers. The very stable index for food and perishables dropped 3 
points in August, in line with the usual seasonal movement. Sales 
were 11 per cent. higher than in August 1951. 

The expansion of fresh meat sales, though once more the largest 
among the sub-sections of this group, was not so great as last month ; 
the value of sales was 30 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 
Substantial increases in sales over the year among the other sub- 
sections were 13 per cent. for groceries and provisions, 20 per cent. 
for bakery and 15 per cent. for fresh milk. Only minor changes 
occurred in the remaining trades but for the second month running 
there were falls compared with a year earlier in sales of fruit, vegetables 
and flowers and of sweets and chocolate. 

The value of stocks of food and perishables held by large retailers 
was 2 per cent. lower than in August 1951. 


Sales by Areas—Large Retailers 


Sales of non-food merchandise in Great Britain were 4 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier, and in most of the trading areas the 
experience was much the same. In the two London areas, however, 
there was little change over the year, while at the other extreme a 
rise of 10 per cent. was recorded in Wales and Monmouthshire. 
Turnover in the period February-August compared with the corres- 
ponding months of 1951 showed in most areas a fall close to the 
3 per cent. decline for Great Britain, but in Suburban London and in 
Central and West End London the falls were 8 and 11 per cent. 
respectively. 

Increases in sales of food and perishables compared with a year 
earlier were almost everywhere close to the 11 per cent. recorded for 
Great Britain as a whole, the greatest divergence being in Central

(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 


sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and | 


in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 


the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- |

Overseas Trade 


HE SECRETARY FOR OVERSEAS TRADE, Mr. H. R. 

Mackeson, who is on a visit to Canada to study the achievements 

and problems of British exporters, spoke at a luncheon arranged 
by Regina (Saskatchewan) Rotary Club. 

He said the United Kingdom was anxious to make every endeavour 
to expand exports and was as anxious as Canada to see sterling become 
convertible once again and multilateral trade restored throughout 
not only the Commonwealth, but all countries of the world. As 
the Prime Minister, Mr. Winston Churchill, said some time ago 
in his favourite style of under-statement, ‘“‘ We have no assurance 
that anyone else is going to keep the British lion as a pet.” He 
would only add that the British people had no intention of being 
kept by anybody. We had stood as a rock on which a series of 
dictators had hurled themselves in vain throughout the long period 
of our turbulent history. We had fought a lot of battles, but economic 
battles were rather a new thing for us perhaps. We should win 
the economic battle. 

We still had the resources of technical skill and education, and 
vast capital equipment that were the real strength of the people 
of our island home. We had lost some of our income, especially 
the income from overseas investments which we sold during the 
war. We had had a further loss of income through the unfortunate 
events at Abadan. But we could make up for this loss of income in 
time (large as it was) by selling more overseas. Already we had 
come a long way. We now exported twice as much in volume as we 
used to do before the war. These were remarkable figures, but it 


was necessary to do much more, and we should do it. 

But such large economic changes took time, and meanwhile we 
had run into balance of payments crises which had required drastic 
action that had hurt our friends, including our Canadian friends. 
During the latter part of last year the gold and dollar reserves of the 
sterling area began to drain away in a most drastic way. 


Indeed it 
was not appreciated by many people that in the fourth quarter of 
1951 we lost $935 million of our reserves and $635 million in the 
first quarter of 1952. ‘These were staggering figures. They meant 
that we were losing at the rate of $420,000 an hour. This state of 
affairs could not possibly have been allowed to go on. It would 
have meant that we could not buy the raw materials we needed to 
keep our industry going in the United Kingdom, and further that 
we should be unable to buy the foodstuffs which we need for our 
50 million people, for we could only grow at home enough food 
to feed 30 million persons. It was for this reason that we were 
obliged reluctantly to impose new drastic import restrictions, but we 
realized fully that they were not and never could be the final solution 
to the economic problems which beset us. But last November 
we had no alternative other than to take these steps in regard to our 
imports. 


The Dollar Gap 


Before the war we were able to finance our adverse balance of 
trade with Canada by a surplus of exports to other countries. Except 
for a short period when the price of wool and other raw materials 
rose steeply, the sterling area had been unable to balance its trade 
with Canada and we were faced with a gap which we must, with 
Canada’s assistance, endeavour to reduce. Last year, for example, 
although our total exports to Canada were 9 per cent. higher than 
the previous year, reaching the post-war peak of $392 million, these 
exports only earned us 67 per cent. of the dollars needed to pay 
for our imports. We realized, of course, that Canada was largely 
dependent on the United Kingdom as a market for much of her 
produce, of which wheat, timber products and metals were possibly 
the most important, but there were others which vitally concerned 
every housewife in the United Kingdom, notably cheese, eggs, and 
other agricultural products. He could assure Camada that we hated 
imposing restrictions on these imports, but unless we could export 
more to Canada it was difficult to see how we could get rid of them. 

We had made a great effort, although it might not seem large 
compared with the efforts of the United States, to take an increasing, if 
modest, part in capital investment. The United Kingdom regarded 
this as chiefly the task for private enterprise, although Her Majesty’s 
Government had also participated directly in the Alcan project to the 


extent of about $67 million. We intended to do everything possible 
to encourage effective United Kingdom participation in development 
in Canada. Canada was perhaps the world’s largest importer of 
capital equipment. Here was a growing trade, for Canada was a 
fast-growing country ; already he thought of Canada as one of the 
United Kingdom’s great export markets and considered it might well 
become the greatest. The Canadian market was not an easy one to 
capture. It was highly competitive and we should have to compete 
with the United States who supplied 70 per cent. of Canada’s imports 
and with growing competition from countries such as Germany and 
Japan. 

The sterling area was already supplying Canada with at least 
three-quarters of all her imports of wool and its manufactures and 
30 per cent. of the total sales of woollen and worsted cloths. We 
were most anxious to continue and, if possible, to expand these and 
other exports of consumer goods. It was, however, mainly in the 
field of capital equipment, plant and machinery, that we could expect 
to increase our exports. We were best able to meet competition from 
other countries in the engineering field where we could exploit our 
skill and experience in specialized work such as electrical engineering 
and machine tools, and prefabricated buildings for export. We 
recognized that it was up to us to maintain deliveries and keep prices 
competitive. 

One of the principal difficulties which Canada had encountered as 
importers had been delays in delivery of British goods. The United 
Kingdom Government was taking steps to make steel and other raw 
materials more easily available to British manufacturers engaged in 
the export trade. This approach could be most easily explained in 
the words which our Prime Minister, Mr. Churchill, used in the 
Commons on July 30, 1952: ‘* What applies to steel applies also to 
the transfer of industrial capacity throughout the metal-using and 
engineering industries. This diversion of resources from defence to 
the export drive is just as necessary for our military defence as for our 
daily lives. Not to make it would be to plunge into bankruptcy.” 

He did not claim for a moment that we could sweep away all 
industry’s difficulties, but he believed sincerely that this change of 
emphasis would have considerable effect. It was being backed by the 
following steps : “ First we shall deliberately employ open favouritism, 
wherever practicable, towards exporters to Canada and the United 
States in the allocation of raw materials and other production facilities. 
Secondly we shall endeavour to provide the best possible Government 
service to exporters. ‘This is the primary reason why I am so anxious 
to visit all our Trade Commissioners and to hear their difficulties 
and to see how they can be helped. Thirdly we shall be willing to 
meet every reasonable request for dollars where they are legitimately 
needed for purposes of effective and business-like export promotion. 
Fourthly the Export Credit Guarantees Department will be prepared 
> give exceptional assistance to exporters to Canada and the United 

tates.’’ 

It must be borne in mind that the United Kingdom, like Canada, 
was carrying out a very heavy rearmament programme. One-seventh 
of our total national income was now devoted to rearmament and to the 
maintenance of the Armed Forces of the Crown. He believed about 
one-eighth of Canada’s national income was so devoted. One of the 
most encouraging statements he had heard was that of their Minister 
of Commerce, Mr. Howe, who had said recently, ‘“‘ We hold no 
Olympian detachment towards Great Britain. We are sympathetic 
towards her problems ; in fact, the Canadian Government is prepared 
to do more for the United Kingdom than any other country. We 
would do almost anything to help balance British trade.” 

Continuing, Mr. Mackeson emphasized Britain’s desire to earn 
dollars by entertaining our Canadian cousins. We had made a 
tremendous drive in this connection, but he believed it was only in 
its infancy. In 1951 Canadians spent something like $22 million 
on visits to Britain which made tourism one of our big exports to 
Canada. We had two and a half times as many Canadians in 1951 
as in 1947—36,000 in all. We would be very glad to see many 
more next year for the Coronation. 

It was not only in Canada’s interest, but in ours, that every possible 
step should be taken to step up British imports from Canada ; but 
we could not take any chances with our reserves and we must build 
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them up so that they could stand the inevitable fluctuations in world 
trade without obliging us to take the drastic steps which the present 
British Government had to take directly after assuming office. The 
United Kingdom, the United States, Germany, Japan and many 
other countries competed in the Canadian market over a wide 
range of goods, e.g., capital goods, machinery, chemicals, consumer 
goods. There was scope for Canadians to switch many of their 
purchases to the United Kingdom without going short of anything 
they wanted to buy. We could supply more of the textiles, cars, 
machinery and chemicals which Canadians were now buying from 
other sources. It was up to us to make our goods competitive and 
attractive, and we asked only that Canada should be keen to 
buy from us if our goods were competitive and attractive. He 
paid tribute to the work of Mr. James Duncan, Chairman of the 
Canadian Group of Members of the Dollar Export Council, who 
in his energetic tours had made many forthright speeches. 

“You may well say how can we expect the United Kingdom to 
sell more to you at a time when we are obliged to impose import 
restrictions. The answer to this is the balance of payments situation. 
Last year we ran an adverse balance of payments with you of 
254 million dollars, whereas out of a total import of 2,813 million 
dollars from the United States you showed a payments deficit of 
515 million dollars. We are still running the Token Import Scheme 
which is extremely popular in Canada, but, of course, it is only 
allowing a comparative trickle of trade with which none of us can 
be really satisfied, though the scheme is a very valuable one. I feel 
sure that you in Canada are particularly well able to appreciate the 
difficulties which face us in the United Kingdom because in some 
Ways your position is so similar to ours. 


International Trade 


** Like the United Kingdom your economy is dependent to a very 
high degree on external trade. You do more international trade 
per head of the population than any other major trading nation of the 
world. In 1951, in fact, you imported the vast sum of 4,085 million 
dollars of goods. Against this background the problem of United 
Kingdom-Canadian trade does not appear so insoluble. The solution 
of the balance of trade problem requires merely that an additional 
6 per cent. of your imports should come from the United Kingdorn 
rather than from other countries. In suggesting this we are not in 
any way wishing to beg for Canadian alms ; we are merely asking 
that, provided British goods are competitive in price and quality 
with the products of other countries, you will give first consideration 
to purchasing from us. 

““We are determined to maintain and improve our competitive 
power. We have taken important steps to remove the inflationary 
pressures which have been so damaging in the past. We recognize 
the close connection between our internal financial and economic 
policies and our balance of payments position. I feel sure that all 
of you have been following with keen interest and approval the strong 
budgetary and monetary measures we have taken this year, including 
particularly our tighter credit policy with the raising of Bank Rate 
to 4 per cent. 


“ Naturally, we need your co-operation and that of the other great 
trading nations in the task of overcoming world financial and com- 
mercial problems, but I can assure you that we will hold resolutely 
to this policy of putting our own house in order. 


“ Beware, my friends, of any rumours hinting that Britain has lost 
her creative capacity or skill. The jets you make in Canada you make 
on licence from England. Television which you are just installing 


comes from us. Sir Frank Whittle, with a team of devoted Britons, 
have, alas with some inevitable loss of splendid lives, put us years 
ahead with the creation of the Comet and other prototypes of aircraft, 
and we are well ahead in the use of gas turbines for automobiles and 
ships. The world owes penicillin very largely to Sir Alexander 
Fleming, and antrycide, a drug which may prove of inestimable value 
to the world in curing sleepy sickness in cattle, to a British group. I 
could give you a long list to prove that the old country is not dead and 
out but it will take its part with you and our friends and relations in 
our vast family of the British Commonwealth, with the democratic 
powers in Europe and elsewhere and notably also of course, with our 
American cousins, to whom we owe so much for their generosity and 
courage. Together we can and must lead the world on a sane and 
balanced course, as we have done so often before. In this connection, 
I must say how we all welcome the opportunity to meet and discuss 
our problems which will be afforded to us in the forthcoming Common- 
wealth Conference.” 
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British Columbia Potentialities 


EAVING Vancouver for Edmonton on September 26, Mr. H. R. 

Mackeson said he had been deeply impressed with the courtesy, 
zeal, and skill of the people of British Columbia. ‘“ The potential 
development is terrific. ‘The Alcan project, taking place ag it is in 
some of the most ferocious country in the world is going ahead 
splendidly. I am indeed glad the United Kingdom Government 
and its predecessors decided to participate. Here surely is one 
of the most fantastic projects of our age, which will create a large 
new town in the wilderness, apart from producing a great deal mere 
aluminium for the world’s markets.” 

He wished he could have been more optimistic to the producers 
of apples and tinned salmon. These, of course, were not absolutely 
essential to our United Kingdom economy. The amount of British 
Columbian timber, which was an essential import for us, that we could 
purchase from the wonderful lumber industry in British Columbia 
was also closely connected with the balance of payments situation 
and the United Kingdom shortage of dollars. 

He had been deeply grateful for the very sound and frank criticism 
and advice he had received over British exports. Broadly speaking, 
as he had expected, delivery dates and spares were the principal 
snags. He was sure we could improve on these. The quality of 
British goods came in for almost no criticism, but there were sorme 
very helpful suggestions over salesmanship and designs. 


United Kingdom Exhibits at 


Vienna Fair 


OR the first time since the War, there was an official United King- 

dom Pavilion at the Autumn Fair held in Vienna from Septem- 
ber 7 to 14. The Fair was visited by about half a million people. 

The Vienna Fair is arranged in two sections. Machinery and 
other capital goods are in the Prater in the North East of Vienna ; 
the national pavilions are also in this section. Consumer goods 
are shown in the Messe Palast, the former imperial stables and 
riding school in the middle of the city. The Messe Palast is arranged 
as a traditionel trade fair with separate buildings devoted to particular 
commodities. The cost of participation is not high, and there are 
many small exhibitors who occupy stands of from 100 to 200 sq. ft. 
Thirty-three United Kingdom firms took part in this year’s Autumn 
Fair ; most of them showed through their Austrian agents. British 
manufacturers of office machinery and equipment were well repre- 
sented at the Messe Palast as were engineering firms at the Prater. 

The United Kingdom Pavilion had three main features : a television 
display arranged by the B.B.C ; models and pictures of the latest 
British aircraft arranged by B.E.A ; and an enquiry bureau to deal 
with requests for information about British exhibits and other export 
enquiries. Although the United Kingdom Pavilion was small it was 
a great successs. ‘See yourself on Television” was the main 
attraction. ‘The Viennese press was unanimous that this stole the 
show. So great were the crowds on the opening day of the Fair that 
the police had to be reinforced to control the people waiting to enter 
the British Pavilion. From a number of sample counts it was estimated 
that 100,000 people saw the United Kingdom display. 

In addition to the United Kingdom the following countries had 
national pavilions: Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Italy, Row- 
mania, the U.S.S.R., and Yugoslavia. The Soviet Pavilion was the 
largest of these ; it was a two-storey building with about 10,000 sq. ft., 
with a tower some 70 ft. high. There was also 15,000 sq. ft. of open 
exhibition space surrounding the Pavilion. This contained a com- 
prehensive display of Russian consumer goods and a fairly wide 
range of machinery. The purpose of the display seemed to be 
propaganda rather than trade, for there was no evidence that business 
was being transacted. The Viennese were certainly interested ; 
there was a steady stream of visitors to the Soviet Pavilion. ‘The 
other Communist Pavilions, although smaller, were arranged in 
much the same way.

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New Models and Equipment at the Commercial Motor Show 
By Our Industrial Correspondent 


ORE THAN 400 vehicles, including buses fitted with tele- 
vision, are displayed at the Commercial Motor Show, which 
was opened at Earls Court, London, on September 26, by 
Mr. A. T. Lennox-Boyd, Minister of Transport and Civil Aviation, 
and closes to-day. ‘The exhibition coincides with the Golden Jubilee 
of its organizers, the Society of Motor Manufacturers and Traders, 
and is on a greater scale than ever in the history of the series of 
commercial motor shows that began in 1907. Nearly 1,000 overseas 
buyers gave the Society advance notice of their intention to be present. 
A quarter of a million square feet of exhibition space is occupied by 
425 firms showing commercial vehicles and allied products. Although 
the show is predominantly British, manufacturers from the United 
States of America, France and Italy are also represented. The 
vehicles on show, some of them new models displayed for the first 
time, include those for goods and passenger carrying, tractors, and 
trailers for loads up to 60 tons. A random selection suggests their 
great variety. 


Vehicles for Overseas 


A single deck, metal-framed bus for New Zealand is built on an 
under-floor engine chassis and features external front hooks for 
carrying perambulators. A mobile florists’ shop incorporates washing 
and watering facilities. For export only there are several types of 
service vehicles, with four-wheel drive, based on rearmament speci- 
fications. One of the largest furniture vans made is a mammoth 
pantechnicon of 1,850 cubic feet capacity. ‘Tractors and trailers for 
the timber trade are equipped with log-topping gear and hoisting 
apparatus. A mobile workshop designed for use in Uganda carries 
electric generators, a motor-driven lathe, and oxy-acetelyne cutting 
and welding plant. A surveyor’s office trailer, suitable for towing 
behind a 10 h.p. vehicle, is equipped with desks and cabinets, roof 
windows and heating apparatus. ‘There is a full-size section of an 
expanding body, capable of expansion from 7}§ feet to 14} feet in 
width in 45 seconds, manually, electrically, or from a power take-oiT 
in the gear box. 

Among entirely new exhibits in the commercial vehicles section 
are three Austin models based on Army trucks: a one-ton truck with 
four-wheel drive, a quarter-ton four-wheel drive personnel carrier, 
and the Champ, designed for use as a light tractor, general farm 
vehicle, or cross-country transport. 

Atkinson Lorries show a completely re-designed 6/7-ton goods 
chassis. ‘There is a new Daimler lightweight double-deck chassis, 
and Dennis are showing their latest under-floor single-deck chassis, 
three-ton delivery van, and a fire engine with turntable ladder. Dodge 
are exhibiting a new 7-ton truck for export, with six-cylinder petrol 
engine, and E.R.F. a four-cylinder, four-wheel model of eight tons 
pay load. 

Guy Motors show a new all-steel cab on an Otter diesel chassis, and 
‘Fodens an eight-tonner chassis and cab fitted with a two-stroke oil 
engine. An electric battery chassis with a 30-cwt. payload is dis- 
played by Hindle, Smart, and a new 14-seat coach by Karrier Cars. 
A new Leyland Motors exhibit is the Tiger Cub, a 44-seat single-deck 
bus with under-floor engine, while Mack Trucks show a diesel six- 
wheeled truck with four-wheel drive. Morris Commercial Cars 
display a new forward control five-tonner and a 1 }-ton general purpose 
truck, and Morris Motors have a station wagon version of the Oxford 
saloon. 

Scammel have a monster new six-wheel drive Constructor heavy 
duty vehicle. powered by a Rolls Royce engine, and Seddon Motors a 
novel 32-seater bus with a vertical under-floor diesel engine. New 
electric vehicles, including a mobile shop, are shown by Smith’s 
Electric Vehicles. ‘Thornycroft exhibit a Mighty Antar tractor and a 
heavy-duty, trailer-hauling goods chassis. ‘Trojan show an articulated 
vehicle developed as a tractor unit, and a new model for loads up to 
20 owt, fitted with a Perkins diesel engine. Vauxhall Motors show 
a new pick-up truck, a fire appliance chassis mounting a water tender, 
vand a 30-seater coach. 

Apart from the commercial vehicles, there are exhibits of bodywork, 
transport service equipment, accessories, components and tyres. 
Again, a few illustrations will indicate the great diversity of the items 
on view 
' A hvdraulie loader for permanent attachment to the rear of a 


vehicle is operated automatically when a sack is placed upon it, and is 
capable of loading six tons in less than 10 minutes. A full-size 
working model gear box demonstrates automatic gear-change opera- 
tion. Radiator blinds for heat control have been devised for operation 
from the driver position. A hand spot-welding tool works at the rate 
of one foot a minute and is said to produce 500 spot welds for a penny. 
To obviate the need for the holding of large stocks by garages a kit 
has been designed for the construction by hand of diaphragm and 
push rod assemblies for most British and American vehicles. 

Among the components, a completely new power unit makes its 
bow, and possibly sets a precedent which others will follow. It is a 
2$-litre, three-cylinder oil engine which is stated to develop 32 b.h.p. 
at 2,000 r.p.m. Other main components of outstanding interest are 
a two-speed axle with electrical operation, and a full-sized working 
model gearbox showing the automatic gear-change. There is seen 
to be a good deal of activity in the power-braking field, and an inter- 
esting development is the air-pressure system with the diaphragm-type 
actuating units mounted on the axles instead of being centrally 
disposed. ‘There are several new lightweight systems which are in 
keeping with the general trend towards weight reduction of commercial 
vehicles. Considerable attention, however, is attracted by a revolu- 
tionary disc brake intended for commercial vehicles. 

Among smaller components is a new fuel-injection pump which 
includes a twin-pipe pneumatic governor, giving very steady idling 
and positive control throughout the range. Another notable com- 
ponent is a telescopic damper which contains a rubber ball to effect 
volume-compensation in the working chamber. 

In the field of accessories, there is a swing towards true technical 
development as compared with the trend, in earlier years, towards 
mere ‘‘ streamlining.’ ‘This is particularly noticeable where interior 
equipment for passenger vehicles is concerned, and such items as 
interior lights, ventilators, and heating and demisting systems are of 
the highest standard and reflect the value of intensive research. Radio 
installations, too, are greatly improved. 

There are many new window gears, and an ingenious glazing system 
involving no form of cement or adhesive. Another novelty is the 
driver-controlled radiator blind. Miscellaneous new lines among the 
accessories include such diverse ones as a clever visual level-indicator 
on a well-known battery, and a plastic-coated textile. 


Streamlining of Design 


As with components and accessories at the Show, the trend in 
equipment is both towards streamlining of design as well as towards 
technical progress. This is particularly noticeable where workshop 
equipment is concerned. Lubrication plant, washing equipment, 
oil-dispensing and inflation equipment, are so designed as to 
make waste a thing of the past, and are clean and convenient in 
operation. Hand tools are easily identified, comfortable to use, and 
foolproof in operation. 

There are a number of completely new products since the last 
display of service equipment and accessories. Perhaps typical of 
those devices which have emerged as the result of collaboration 
between producers and users is a high precision centreless grinder, 
designed to reclaim injection equipment, but easily and quickly con- 
vertible into a valve and general purpose grinder. A new four-post 
lift, for commercial vehicles up to five tons, will speed up the removal 
of engines from the underside, now becoming an increasingly popular 
feature of commercial vehicle design. Another example of specialized 
equipment is provided by multiple nut tighteners of the torque control 
type, these comprising closely grouped pneumatic motors which stall 
at predetermined resistance 

New tyre servicing equipment includes hydraulic tyre changing 
plant, designed to separate, remove and refit tyres which have become 
“ frozen " on to wheel rims, and a new giant tyre spreader with power 
“sizing.” There are also some very practical and handsome air 
towers and wall mounting gauges. 

The rapid washing of passenger vehicles is a most important 
function, and there are examples of plant designed to ensure thorough 
cleaning in the minimum of time and with the minimum of labour. 
One of these, which is suitable also for washing vans, uses low water 
pressure and a rate of six vehicles per hour is stated to be normal.

New Licensing Arrangements for 


Imports of Tea 


THE Minister of Food announced on Thursday that the rationing 

and price control of tea will be abolished with effect from October 5. 
The Board of Trade now announce (in Notice to Importers No. 515) 
new licensing arrangements for the import of tea. 

An amendment has been made to the Open Genera! Licence granted 
on May 2, 1952, to allow tea originating in and consigned from the 
Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman to be imported without 
the necessity to apply for a separate licence. 

Part A of Group 1 in Appendix IV of Notice to Importers No. 492 
(page 29) should therefore be amended by the inclusion of “‘ Tea” 
as an item which can be imported without separate licence if originating 
in and consigned from the Scheduled Territories (which at present 
comprise the Commonwealth, except Canada, British Trust Terri- 
tories, British Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, the Irish 
Republic, Iraq, Iceland, Jordan), Muscat and Oman. 

Open Individual Licences will be granted for the import of tea 
originating in and consigned from Belgian Congo, Brazil, China, 
Formosa, Indonesia, Portuguese East Africa and Japan. (Note.—Tea 
originating in China and Formosa may also be consigned from 
Hong Kong.) 

Specific individual licences will be required for the import of tea 
not originating in and consigned from the countries mentioned in the 
two preceding paragraphs. 

If it is proposed to import tea to be consigned from a country other 
than the country of origin, the Exchange Control Authorities must be 
consulted through the medium of the importer’s bankers before any 
commitments are entered into. 

Applications should be made to the Board of Trade, Import 
Licensing Branch, Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1, 
on Form ILB/A (Revised) which can be obtained from the Import 
Licensing Branch or Customs Offices.

Application for Marking of Imported 
Lighter Flints 


N ACCORDANCE with the provisions of sub-section 4 of Section 2 

of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the Board of Trade hereby 
announce that in pursuance of an application received by them for 
the making of an Order-in-Council to require imported lighter flints 
to bear an indication of origin they have made a reference to the 
Standing Committee appointed by the Board of Trade under the 
Act in respect thereof. 

Attention is called to the fact that, whilst, under the provisions 
of the Act, the Committee must in every case referred to them 
consider whether the goods should bear an indication of origin at the 
time of sale or exposure for sale, they have discretion also to consider 
and report whether such goods should bear an indication of origin 
at the time of importation.

The production for the 
corresponding week of 1951 was 20-37 million Ib., during which there 
were also long week-ends. 


Imports of Softwood to Meet Firm 


Contracts 


T WAS announced in Notice to Importers No. 510, published 

in the Board of Trade Journal on September 13, that licences for the 
import of softwood will be granted to importers who have entered 
into firm contracts with overseas suppliers and some importers are 
asking what constitutes a firm contract for this purpose. 

It is pointed out by the Import Licensing Branch of the Board of 
Trade that it would clearly be unsatisfactory to issue licences on the 
basis of contracts which were really only options to supply or accept 
goods under certain conditions, as this might lead to licences not 
being used and to necessary supplies of softwood timber not being 
imported. 

The Import Licensing Branch therefore wish to see the contracts 
as evidence that applicants for import licences for timber have made 
firm contracts to buy and it is from that point of view that they will 
consider the contract submitted to them. Thus, the kind of thing 
they will expect to see in the contract is that the supplier has made 
a firm commitment to sell and the purchaser to buy a certain quantity 
of timber of stated specifications at certain prices for shipment at a 
specified period. They will be prepared to consider contracts in 
which the price is not specified, but where the price has to be agreed 
before the date of shipment and where the method of fixing the 
price before shipment, in case of disagreement between the parties, 
is clearly laid down. When issuing a licence the Board of Trade 
will tell the importer that the licence is issued on the basis that the 
contract to be submitted was, in fact, a contract binding to both 
parties and not merely an option binding one party.

Softwood Licences for Joinery 
Manufacturers 


NDER existing arrangements, joinery manufacturers are dependent 

for their supplies of softwood on timber licences surrendered to 
them by their customers. For some time, however, a scheme known 
as the Timber Bank has been operated by the Ministry of Works. 
Members of the Timber Bank are able to send the small timber 
licences they receive from customers to the Ministry of Works, who 
credit their accounts and issue bulk licences for softwood at cen- 
venient intervals. 

To enable them to buy their softwood well in advance of require- 
ment, and to permit them to manufacture standard joinery in con- 
venient production runs, it has now been decided to offer to all 
manufacturers of joinery who are members of the Timber Bank 
immediate overdraft facilities under which they will be allowed 
to anticipate their softwood requirements by up to six months, 
Membership of the Bank is open to all joinery manufacturers, and the 
new facilities will be available to new members immediately on 
joining, as well as to existing members. 

As at present, joinery manufacturers will need to sell their product 
only against timber licences, and if they are Bank members, will 
be required to remit these licences to the Timber Bank. An overdraft 
must be redeemed within twelve months of the date of its advance.

Coronation Souvenirs Approved 


HE FIRST LIST of souvenirs approved by the Coronation 

Souvenirs Committee was issued by the Council of Industrial 
Design on September 25.

were 4-3 million tons, a decrease of 122,600 tons from the high figure 
of the previous month. The daily average fell by 3 per cent. but was 
unaltered compared with August 1951. The proportion of foreign 
tonnage for entrances with cargo remained unchanged at 42 per cent., 
while for clearances it was 34 per cent. as against 36 per cent. for the 
previous month and 31 per cent. for August 1951. 

Shipping recorded as entered in ballast amounted to 1,700,000 tons, 
which was 4 per cent. lower than the previous month, but 19 per cent. 
greater than a year ago. The tonnage entering with passengers only, 
at 700,000 tons, showed a further increase during the month of 60,000 
tons, the daily average in this category being 9 per cent. greater and 
the highest since 1939. For vessels calling solely to take on bunkers 
(33,800 tons) there was a fall of 9,000 tons over July, and a drop of 
nearly 50 per cent. compared with August 1951. Other vessels 
entering in ballast at 966,000 tons fell by 11 per cent. from the previous 
month, but were 29 per cent. higher than in August last year. 

For clearances in ballast, at 3,100,000 tons, the daily average was a 
little higher than for the preceding month, but 9 per cent. less than 
the corresponding period of 1951. For vessels which loaded bunkers 
only the tonnage was about the same as in July but there was an 
increase of 2 per cent. in the daily average rate for vessels with 
passengers only. The tonnage of other vessels clearing in ballast 
pa per cent. greater than July but 16 per cent. less than August 


Bunkers 


The table below shows the quantities of coal and oil fuel shipped 
for the use of vessels engaged in the foreign trade and fishing vessels 
during the periods stated. 

The daily average of bunker coal shipped in August was the lowest 
recorded since October 1945, being 5 per cent. less than in July 1952, 
and 15 per cent. less than a year earlier. Shipment of oil fuel for 
bunkering, calculated on the same basis, showed a further decline of 
a cent. since July, but was unchanged compared with August

Arrivals and Departures with Cargo at Port Areas 


Foreign trade arrivals with cargo in August were higher than the 
previous month in all but three port areas, and for the United 
Kingdom as a whole the daily average rate showed an increase of 3 
per cent. Compared with August 1951, there was a fall in all but 
two areas, and an overall decline of 8 per cent. Arrivals at the North- 
East Coast and East Channel ports were the highest this year, but 1 
per cent. and 24 per cent. less respectively than last year. The West 
Channel, and Fishguard and North Wales area, showed increases 
of 14 and 16 per cent. over 1951, and the figures recorded were the 
highest since 1939. For East Coast of Scotland ports there was a 
decline of 32 per cent. compared with August 1951, and falls of 12 and

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Shipping Movement at U.K. Ports—(Continued) 


22 per cent. for the Mersey and North-West Coast and West Coast of 
Scotland areas, respectively. The Humber, Bristol Channel and 
Thames areas also recorded falls of 7 to 11 per cent. 

Departures with cargo in the foreign trade in August, on a daily 
average: basis, showed an overall decline of 3 per cent. on the previous 
month, but there was very little change compared with August 1951. 
Departures from West Channel, and the Fishguard and North Wales 
area rose to the highest recorded since 1939. There were also 
increases of 45 and 26 per cent. for the Humber and North-East 
Coast areas compared with 1951, and rises of 7 and 8 per cent. for 
West (Coast and East Coast of Scotland ports. From the East 
Channel ports departures were 18 per cent. down, while the Thames 
area, Mersey and North-West Coast and Bristol Channel areas all 
showed decreases ranging from 3 to 10 per cent. 

The daily average of arrivals and departures with cargo in the 
coasting trade in August showed little change from July. Compared 
with August 1951, the inward movement was greater by 10 per cent. 
and the outward by 9 per cent. 


Definitions 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo

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Changes in Export Licensing Control 


(CHANGES IN export licensing control are made by a Board of 

rade Order® which comes into operation on October 6. 

The principal changes are as follows :— 

Licences are now required for all destinations for armed vehicles, 
certain cameras, aircraft interception computors and specified 
underwater escape apparatus. 

Licences are now required for further kinds of machine tool 
accessories, for all destinations other than those specified in 
Part II of the Third Schedule excluding Hong Kong. 

Tea and naphthalene are now exempt from export licensing 
control except when exported to Hong Kong, China or Tibet.

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Trade of Wholesale Textile Houses 
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Trade Still Low in August 


IHERE WAS some upward movement in home sales by wholesale 

textile houses in August compared with July, but less than has 

been usual at this period in recent years. Increases over the 
month occurred in sales of women’s, girls’ and infants’ wear and of 
Piece-goods, but there was a big fall in sales of men’s and boys’ 
wear. Total sales were 27 per cent. less than in August 1951, almost 
the same decline as for cumulative trade in the first eight months of 
the year compared with the corresponding period of 1951. 


Sales of women’s, girls’ and infants’ wear were 16 per cent. lower 
than a year earlier. The departments to show comparisons worse 
than the average were coats, costumes, raincoats, etc. (sales 30 per 
cent. down), knitted outerwear, etc. (sales 26 per cent. down), and 
knitted underwear, other than locknit (sales 32 per cent. down). 
The other categories showed falls close to or less than the average 
for the group, except in the case of haberdashery, trimmings, etc., 
sales of which were 30 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 


Total sales of men’s and boys’ wear were 28 per cent. lower than 
in August 1951—a much worse result than for women’s, girls’ and 
infants’ wear. The ready-made section showed a similar decline— 
of 26 per cent. 


Sales of piece-goods showed a reduction of 47 per cent. compared 
with a year earlier, the largest fall to be registered by any category, 
and those of household textiles (including soft furnishings) were 
32 per cent. down. 


The value of stocks as a whole fell again over the month, a movement 
shared by the three stock indices. Stocks of women’s, girls’ and 
infants’ wear were 35 per cent. lower than a year earlier, those of 
men’s and boys’ wear 25 per cent. lower, and of piece-goods 19 per 
cent. lower.

and from Norway (28,000) Holland (174,000) and Belgium (161,000). 
There was, however, a slight fall in the number of journeys between 
the United Kingdom and France (581,000), but even so, the French 
traffic still accounted for almost 58 per cent. of the total Continental 
sea traffic. 

The proportion of the sea traffic carried in British ships fell heavily 
from 66 per cent. in the first half of 1951 to 54 per cent., while in the 
same period French ships increased their share from 9 per cent. to 
18 per cent. 

Passenger journeys to and from the Irish Republic (543,000) and 
the Channel Islands (204,000) were the highest first half-year figures 
since the war, showing increases of 9 per cent. and 28 per cent., 
respectively, compared with January-June 1951. 


Non-European Countries 


Air traffic with non-European countries (147,000) continued to 
increase and was 16 per cent. higher than in the first half of 1951.

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International Distribution of 
Tungsten and Molybdenum 


THe Tungsten-Molybdenum Committee of the International 
Materials Conference have announced their recommended dis- 
tribution of tungsten and molybdenum for the fourth calendar 
quarter of 1952. The Governments of all 13 countries represented 
on the Committee accepted the recommendations. 


The total free world production of tungsten in the fourth quarter 
of 1952 is estimated by the Committee at 4,957 metric tons metal 
content, and the free world production of molybdenum at 5,680 metric 
tons metal content. The United Kingdom’s allocation of tungsten 
for the fourth quarter of 1952 is 1,070-6 tons metal content, and of 
molybdenum 450 tons metal content. These figures include 
requirements for re-exports in the form of primary products.

They are: Belgium, Brazil, Canada, France, 
the Federal Republic of Germany, India, Italy, Japan, Norway, 
Sweden, the Union of South Africa, the United Kingdom, and 
the United States. 


Pulp-Paper Committee Dissolved 


THE Pulp-Paper Committee of the International Materials Con- 
ference announce that member governments have accepted a recom- 
mendation that the Committee be dissolved forthwith. 

This action is based upon further evidence of improvement in 
the supply position of dissolving woodpulp and newsprint in the 
free countries of the world, since its last appraisal in July. 


The Pulp-Paper Committee has been in existence since April 30, 
1951, and was set up to examine and recommend action on newsprint 
and woodpulp supply problems. A number of emergency allocations 
of newsprint were made in 1951 and 1952 to 18 countries in all. 
The Committee did not find it necessary at any stage to recommend 
allocations of woodpulp 


European Steel Production 
Continues at High Level 


RUDE . STEEL PRODUCTION in Europe (excluding the 

Soviet Union) during the second quarter of 1952 substantially 
maintained the record rate attained during the first quarter of this 
year, according to figures appearing in the latest issue of the ‘“‘ Quar- 
terly Bulletin of Steel Statistics ” published by the Secretariat of the 
United Nations Economic Commission for Europe (E.C.E.). 

It is estimated that during the second quarter of 1952, Western 
European crude steel production was at an annual rate of about 
61-90 million metric tons, as against a rate of 62:42 million metric 
tons during the first quarter. 

The July figures are indicative of a notable increase in steel produc- 
tion in Western Germany to a rate of about 16:5 million metric 
tons annually, and of a downward trend in the outputs of Belgium 
and Luxembourg.

Report and Accounts of British European Airways 

THE Report and Accounts of British European Airways for the 
year ended March 31, 1952, have been laid before Parliament by 
the Minister of Civil Aviation. They are published by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches, price 3s. 6d. (by 
post, 3s. 9d.). 

British European Airways’ net loss for 1951-52, after providing for 
interest on capital, was £1:42 million, compared with £979,000 in 
the previous year. 

During the year British European Airways had to face sharp 
increases in costs reflected in the rise from 44-4 pence to 51-1 pence in 
the case of each capacity ton-mile operated. At the same time 
revenue was adversely affected by a general shortage of aircraft 
capacity which was particularly felt at the peak traffic periods and 
accentuated by an industrial dispute in July and August 1951. 

Despite these difficulties British European Airways increased the 
revenue load-ton-miles sold by 20 per cent. over the previous year 
(to 36,700,000) although the capacity offered increased by only 7 per 
cent. (to 56,700,000 capacity-ton-miles). The load factor achieved 
thus rose to 65 per cent. from 58 per cent. in 1950-51. Revenue 
earned amounted to £10-8 million, an increase of 20 per cent. More 
than three-quarters of this was provided by passenger traffic, the 
number of passengers carried rising from 939,000 to well over a 
million. 

The Corporation predict a continuance of the setbacks recorded 
above until about May 1953 by which time the cumulative effect of 
new aircraft and improvements in method should begin to 
overtake the effect of rising prices. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 
Malleable Cast Iron and Cast Copper Alloy Pipe Fittings 

The British Standards Institution have published the following two 
revised Standards :— 

Malleable Cast Iron and Cast Copper Alloy Pipe Fittings (Screwed 
B.S.P. Taper Thread or A.P.I. Line Pipe Thread) for Steam, Air, 
Water, Gas and Oil. (B.S. 143: 1952), and Malleable Cast Iron 
(Whiteheart Process) and Cast Copper Alloy Pipe Fittings (Screwed 
B.S.P. Taper Male and Parallel Female Thread) for Steam, Air, 
Water, Gas and Oil. (B.S. 1256 : 1952). 

These have been revised with a view to simplifying the range of 
sizes of fittings and to provide only for those sizes of fittings in 
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common use. These Standards specify the standard dimensions 
of plain and reinforced malleable cast iron and cast copper alloy 
pipe fittings suitable for working pressures up to 200 Ib./sq. in. in 
the case of water, and up to 150 Ib./sq. in. in the case of steam, air, 
gas and oil. They also provide for the customary types of equal and 
reducing fittings for use with nominal pipe sizes within a range of 
} in. to 6 in. Tests for porosity and ductility are specified. 

In the revised B.S. 143, provision has been made for the fittings 
to be screwed with A.P.I. threads to meet the requirements of the 
petroleum industry. Price 7s. 6d. each. 


Terms and Definitions for Single-point Cutting Tools 

A very detailed set of definitions of the numerous terms used in 
connection with single-point cutting tools for lathes and related 
machine tools has been brought together in B.S. 1886 : 1952. 

The Standard has been prepared with the assistance, among others, 
of representatives of the British Hard Metal Association and the Welded 
and Brazed High Speed Steel Tool Trade Association, and, after 
presenting definitions of various types of single-point tools, proceeds 
to deal with rakes, working angles, clearance angles, tool elements 
and general terms. 

The definition of rake has received special attention, and, a3 & 
result, it is laid down that the Maximum Rake System shall be the 
British Standard method of defining rake, as distinct from the German 
or American systems. 

The terms defined are those for actual single point tools and do not 
refer to such tools as milling cutters which, although they might be 
considered a series of single point tools, have been omitted as being 
outside the scope and terms of reference. 

This Standard should fill an important void in production engineer- 
ing and machine shop circles, and should prove useful to apprentices 
and technical students, owing to its value in clarifying many terms 
which hitherto have been obscure or controversial. Price 6s.

Germany’s Place in the New Europe 


Prepared by the Foreign Office and the Central Office of Informa- 
tion, a beoklet entitled “‘ Germany’s Place in the New E ” is 
on sale at H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches, price 4d. (by post, 5}d.). 

The object of the booklet is to provide the public with a brief and — 
simplified account of the major political, military, economic and ~ 
financial considerations behind the recent Bonn agreements with 
the German Federal Republic and the participation of Western Ger- 
many as an equal partner in the European Defence Community. It ~ 
also briefly covers the question of German unity with special reference 
to the exchange of notes this summer with the Soviet Government. 

The booklet points out that the policy of Her Majesty’s Government, 
as approved by Parliament, does not jeopardize agreement with the 
Soviet Government. It ends with this comment: “ The Russians . . . 
can still enter into negotiations for the unity of Germany on terms 
which will ensure the freedom of Germany. Nothing in the new 
agreements with the German Federal Republic will prevent such 
negotiations being held, and, let us hope, brought to a successful 
conclusion.” 


Vegetable Oils and Oilseeds 


The quantity of vegetable oils available per head of the world 
population is now significantly higher than pre-war. ‘“ Vegetable 
Oils and Oilseeds, 1952,” a review of production and trade just 
published by the Commonwealth Economic Committee, shows that 
world production of oilseed crops in 1950-51 maintained the high 
level reached in 1949-50, while preliminary details for 1951-52 
indicate a further marked increase in production to a new record 
level. Prices, which reached very high levels early in 1951, have 
since fallen considerably and are now, in general, at or below the 
levels prevailing before the Korean crisis. Commonwealth has 
remai an important producer, and in 1951 was responsible for 
some 27 per cent. of world exports, a rather smaller proportion than 
in other recent years.

Popularity of British Motor Cars in Nicaragua 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Second Secretary at the British Legation at Managua. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall, London, S.W.1, will 
be pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


EFORE ENLARGING on the future prospects for United 

Kingdom trade with Nicaragua, it is necessary to state that, 

whatever these prospects may be, they will be influenced by the 
difficulties which are now being experienced by importers in getting 
their orders from the United Kingdom delivered to them in a reason- 
able space of time. 

The fault lies not so much with the exporter, though there is 
undoubtedly room for improvement in the particular cases of machinery 
and heavy equipment, as with the shipping situation on the Pacific 
coast of Central America. Nicaragua, alone of the Central American 
Republics, lacks the advantage of any modern port of entry on the 
Atlantic coast. Even El Salvador, which has no Atlantic seaboard 
of her own, can get goods into the country through Puerto Barrios 
in Guatemala. But Nicaragua is dependent upon the two Pacific 
ports of Corinto and San Juan del Sur. At present all goods consigned 
from the United Kingdom to Nicaragua must be transhipped at 
Cristobal, Canal Zone, for onward shipment in American bottoms. 
The few vessels available for this onward movement have been 
quite unable to cope with the volume of cargo they are called upon 
to handle, and the situation is further complicated by the inadequate 
facilities at the two Nicaraguan ports. 

It is now possible for goods to be delivered at Cristobal 15 days 
after shipment from the United Kingdom, but there they must remain 
for periods of up to seven weeks awaiting shipment for the last short 
leg of their journey. Exporters must think, even now, in terms of 
14 to 16 weeks from the time their goods leave a United Kingdom 
port until they reach the hands of the customer. 

It is worthy of mention that a United Kingdom firm has seriously 
considered flying cars from Panama to Managua to avoid delays and 
also, surprisingly enough, to reduce transportation charges. It is 
appreciated that this method of transport is not applicable to all 
classes of goods, but exporters of goods of high value and relatively 
light weight might find it worthy of consideration. 

In so far as exporters are concerned there is room for improvement 
in the time that it now takes to get goods of heavy description ready 
for delivery after orders have been placed. Cases have been reported 
of would-be purchasers of machinery turning to other sources of 
supply when they have found that British firms could not offer prompt 
deliveries. Recent examples of orders being lost are one for complete 
equipment for a sawmill for which 18 months delivery was quoted, 
and another for a cotton baling press which could not be delivered 
in less than 26 months. 

On the brighter side it is noticeable that British goods continue 
to command respect on grounds of quality, and no complaints on this 
score have been received. 

Motor Vehicles.—The past two years have seen the entry of 
British cars into Nicaragua on a hitherto unprecedented scale. Three 
well-known makes of small cars, whose basic price in the United 
Kingdom is about £500, have sold very well to taxi companies, who 
appreciate their economy of operation and ease of handling in the 
narrow streets of Managua. The larger models produced by the same 
manufacturers are priced too high to compete with the popular 
American makes, and find no sale in Nicaragua. The Land-Rover 
continues to sell as fast as deliveries can be made. 


Machinery.—There is a steady demand for diesel engines and 
generators for sale to country estates and ranches, but deliveries 


have been poor and German makers, who seem to be able to offer 
better delivery, have entered the market. Orders have recently been 
placed for a 5-ton tower crane and for the first British passenger lift 
to be installed in Central America. 


Spirits and Beverages.—The demand for Scotch whisky con- 
tinues as strongly as ever, and there have been grumbles from importers 
whose orders have been cut owing to restricted supplies. One local 
British firm recently flew a consignment of whisky from Panama to 
maintain stocks of their brand on the market. There is little demand 
for gin or for concentrated fruit cordials. A little British beer has 
appeared on the market, but it did not prove popular, not so much 
on account of the quality of the beer as on account of the shape of 
the bottles, which were unsuitable for refilling by the local mineral 
water plants. ‘The beer itself compared unfavourably for clarity, 
but not for flavour, when severely chilled in the local custom, with 
imported German, Dutch, Danish and American beers, and also with 
the product of the Managua brewery. 


Confectionery, Biscuits, Sauces, etc.—Although the bulk of 
the import is from the United States there is a regular sale for a 
few well-known British brands. Confectionery intended for this 
market needs to be specially prepared in order to withstand tropical 
conditions. 


Textiles.—The United Kingdom’s share of this trade is now, 
compared with pre-war years, negligible. At one time British cotton 
yarns enjoyed a virtual monopoly in these parts, but now, on account 
of price, not quality, they are practically unsaleable. The principal 
demand in Nicaragua is for cheap goods for the bazaar trade and in 
these lines British manufacturers seem unable to meet the com- 
petition from American, Mexican and Japanese mills. Linen goods 
from Britain continue in favour, but there is some competition from 
Belgium in this field. 


Bicycles.—T here is a steady demand for the products of well-known 
and established makers, but new entries to the market are hard to 
place, as merchants handling this line are already committed. There 
has recently been increasing competition from Japan, whose goods 
have a decided price advantage. 


Radio Receivers.— An enquiry was recently made into the reasons 
for the unpopularity of British radios in Nicaragua. It would appear 
that the exterior styling of British-made receivers does not suit the 
local taste as well as do those of American and Dutch firms. It is 
possible that a British receiver with a somewhat more flashy outward 
appearance than is popular for the home market might find a sale ; 
to the local purchaser appearance is of paramount importance. 


In conclusion it might well be emphasized that British firms 
could maintain good will towards trade with the United Kingdom 
by a more careful attention to their commercial correspondence. 
Prompt air mail replies (sea mail may take up to six weeks to arrive) 
to enquiries, and when necessary telegraphic acceptance of orders, are 
courtesies which cost but little and which are not merely appreciated 
but expected by local firms. Except when dealing with the few local 
British firms, correspondence should preferably be in Spanish and 
prices should be quoted both f.o.b. and c.i.f. in United States dollars,

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Indian Tariff Commission Decision 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of the following Resolution dated September 13, 
1952, which gives the Government of India’s decisions on the Tariff 
Commission report on the woollen hosiery industry :— 


No. 36(3)-T.B./52.—The Tariff Commission has conducted an enquiry 
into the claim for protection and assistance to the Woollen Hosiery Industry 
and submitted its Report. Its recommendations are as follows :— 


(1) The woollen hosiery industry does not need protection against 
foreign competition. 

(2) The import duty on woollen hosiery yarn should not be reduced for 
the present. The question may be reconsidered when world prices 
of wool and woollen yarn attain some measure of stability and the 
spinning mills which have been recently set up have had sufficient 
time to consolidate their position. 

A careful watch should be maintained over the prices of woollen 
hosiery yarn and if there is evidence of any undue rise in the prices of 
such yarn which is likely to have serious repercussions on the produc- 
tion and employment in the woollen industry, the question of reducing 
the import duty on such yarn should be taken up for urgent con- 
sideration. 

Knitting needles are not made in India. Early steps should be taken 
to encourage their manufacture in the country. 

The Ludhiana industry has at present no facilities for “‘ woolindras ” 
treatment. The “ woolindras ” plants in some of the woollen mills, 
however, have spare capacity which can be utilised for processing 
hosiery articles manufactured by the Ludhiana industry. Government 
should assist the industry to come to suitable arrangement with the 
mills concerned for this purpose. 

When standard specifications are formulated, adequate steps should 
be taken to secure their adoption by the hosiery units, many of whom 
are small and probably unaccustomed to standardised methods of 
production. 

(7) As a cottage industry which has demonstrated its ability to face 
competition with the large-scale industry, the hosiery industry 
descrves all possible encouragement. The mills should co-operate 
with Government in promoting the development of this industry. 

(8) Government orders for hosiery goods should be placed with knitters 
to the maximum extent possible and all possible assistance should 
be given to knitters in overcoming their difficulties in conforming to 
Government specifications. 

(9) In negotiating any trade agreements with the neighbouring countries, 
the desirability of securing facilities for the export of Indian hosiery 
goods to those countries should be kept in view. 

(10) The State Governments concerned should give all possible assistance 
to this important cottage industry in modernising its equipment and 
adopting improved processes of manufacture. 

(11) The Punjab Government should make special efforts to encourage 
the growth of co-operative societies among the knitters at Ludhiana. 

(12) Those spinning mills which do not have proper arrangements for the 
selection and testing of their raw materials should institute such 
arrangements as early as possible. 

(13) The spinning industry should explore the possibility of setting up a 
Central Conditioning House for testing samples of wool tops and 


yarn. 

(14) The Federation of Woollen Manufacturers should take suitable steps 
to ensure that prices of woollen hosiery yarn produced by its mem- 
ber mills are maintained at reasonable level. 

Government accept all the recommendations and will take steps to 

implement them as far as possible. 


The attention of the Industry is invited to recommendations Nos. (7) 
and (12) to (14).

Prohibited Import List 


The Commercial Secretary in Santiago has forwarded a translation 
of Decree No. 1256 of August 8 which should be added to Article III 
of Decree No. 822 and is as follows :— 

Similarly, the provisions of Article 1 of the present decree shall 
not apply to the large mining companies who import with their own 
funds and provided that the volume of imports during 1952 does not 
exceed, in proportion to production, that imported by the aforesaid 
enterprises during 1951, the latter to be determined by the Minister 
of Economy and Commerce. 

This is an amendment to the notice which appeared in the Board 
of Trade Journal on August 2 (page 232). 


Gold Surcharge Rate 


Decree 5249, published in the Diario Oficial on September 1 
provides that for the second half of 1952 the gold surcharge rate applied
